The command- 
ing officer of the forces which will be 
thrown into China in all probability 
will be Major General Arthur McAr- 
thur. who has been studying the Chi- 
nese situation on the ground and Is 
believed to have 
laid plans along 


which he will work when 
the time 


comes.

General Wood who Is

command of the military division of 
the Philippines, will want this

signment, and the friendship of the 
President is calculated to be of some 
service to him. But General Wood is 
required to handle the situation in 
the Philippines, and General Me Ar- 
thur has had the advantage or study- 
ing the condition of affairs in China. 
The fact that he has been retained in 
the far east is considered significant 
of the intentions of the administra- 
tion with respect to his service In 
the near future.

As soon as the dazsd soldiers realized 
the situation they seized their arms 
and began to return the fire, where- 
upon the rioters fled. None of them 
has been arrested. It was found that 
a sergeant had been killed In his bed 
and that a corporal on guard also was 
killed, while four rural guards were 
wounded.

Chinese Rulers Take Precautions 


Against Possible Revolt 


QUARREL WITHIN THE PALACE 


Partisans of the Emperor and Dow-

Peking, Feb. 2C.—The guards around 


the Forbidden City have been doubled 
since Saturday, and Jill the palaces 
and residences of high officials are 
especially guarded. The police, who 
have hitherto carried batons, are now 
armed with rifles. 
All the 
officials 


that are accessible either refuse any 
information or profess ignorance of 
the reasons for tho precautions that 
have been taken, and as a result many 
rumors are afloat. The Chinese min- 
ister at Tokyo a • few days ago tele- 
graphed tho government warning It 
against several revolutionary students 
who arc departing from Japan to 
China. Two packages of 
d \nanilto 


have been found In the street outside 
the gate leading to the palace. 


One report finding credence Is that 


there is a quarrel afoot within the 
palace between the partisans of the 
empress dowager and the emperor 
over the selection nf an heir to the 
throne. All the information obtain- 
able indicates that the military meas- 
ures pt the palace were only precau- 
tionary! and were taken because of 
widely circulated rumors that there 
would be trouble hpre Saturday. 
The 


finding of the packages of dynamite 
outside the palace gates, which is some- 
what mysterious, probably caused un- 
easiness, as the court has JSeen nerv- 
ous since the outrage In the Peking 
railway station Sept. 24 of last year, 
when a missile was exploded inside a 
private car on the train carrying one 
of tho four missions ordered abroad to 
study foreign political methods, killing 
four persons and wounding 20 others. 


Since the reported appearance of 


Chinese bandits in Tslnwnntao tho 
Germans and French have been kept 
at arms at Shanhaikwan, Tsinwantao 


the-Germans are 


patrolling the villages with orders to 
flhoot all suspicious Chinese. 
The 


German officers, who formerly dined 
at the hotel at Shanhaikwan, are now 
confined to barracks after nightfall.

In the afternoon 
lapsed into unconsciousness and failed 
rapidly until the end came Sunday 
afternoon. All of his family, except a 
son in California, were at the beds-ide. 
Colonel Henderson was stricken with 
paresis last May. and his condition 
grew so grave that he was removed to 
a hospital in September. His condi- 
tion remained practically unchanged 
except for the usual progress of such 
0 disease till a week ago last Fridav, 
when

which resulted In total blindness. The

The Mnnarln Rocks. 


Tlie Manacle •» rocks, situated about 


midway between Fnlmouth rofldnted 
aiid the Lizard point, are cou.sklc.red 
the most dangerous point on the Eng- 
lish const. These rex-Us corer a con- 
siderable space and extend seaward 
about three miles from the coast. At 
low water their bold and kharp spurs, 
jutting out of the sea, ntv to )H> seen 
btiekhlng light ;u luii* tLu natural di- 
rection of a ship to take Iti making for 
Falmouth. 
Thoroughly to appreciate 


the danger for vessels here one has 
only to take up a position on a bold 
headland overlooking this wide expanse 
of sea, when these rex-Us ran be seen at 
low water covering an Immense tract 
of ground, over which vessels are con- 
tinually passing up and down at high 
•water. Eveiy winter and .sometimes 
In the summer months fearful wrecks 
take place on these rocks, attended 
with considerable IOSH of life. These 
disasters take place at night, when It 
Is probable that the men In charge of 
a ship are uncertain of their position. 
There Is u large bell placed between 
two end three miles out at sea to warn 
Teasels of danger, hut during a stormy 
and windy night It mnxt surely !> • most 
difficult to cntch the sound of this bell, 
particularly so If the wind carries tb" 
Round away from the ship passing 
these rock*.—London Standard.

before the banking committee of the 
houue of representatives 
upon 
the 


Thomas bunking bill, a large number 
of bankers and business men were 
present and the proposition was put 
squarely up to the committee that the 
business interests and depositors of 
the state are a unit in the demand for 
the enactment of the measure. No op- 
position developed on the part of the 
bankers themselves, 
who 
confined 


their arguments chiefly to tho Import- 
ance of the establishment of an inde- 
l endant banking department. Deposi- 
tors, it was shown, were adverse to 
placing the superintendent of banki 
in too close connection with the tax- 
Ing machinery of the state as would 
happen weie he u mere deputy in ttiu 
office of the auditor as the Metzger 
bill provides, or even under the state 
treasurer. Any feeling that theie was 
opportunity for collusion with the tax 
Inquisitors would militate against the 
state banks and in favor of the nation- 
al banks. 
« 


The great commercial Importance of 


the banks to the state was pointed out 
with their JIIO.O'-Kt.OSO of capital and 
$132,19L'.SG7.:i5 of deposits in 1301. 
Upon this capital they are assessed 
for taxation on a valuation of $111,lol,- 
224 or about SO per cent, which it was 
claimed Is a higher valuation than is 
placed upon any other class of prop- 
erty within the state. In addition the 
banks pay under the Willis act as u 
direct tax to the state one-tenth of one 
per cent nn their capital, a tax which 
the national bunk doesn't pay, amotiirt- 
Ing annually to $30.-">9::.OS. This sum 
is estimated to be in excess of the en- 
tire cost of the maintenance of an in- 
dependent banking department. 


An Interesting statement marie by 


one of the sjieakers was that prior to 
1800 Ohio and Indiana weie general!} 
conceded to possess the best banking 
laws in the Union, while the national 
banking act was based upon the Ohio 
act. Since then, however, all the com- 
mercial s-tates and man} of the so call- 
ed agricultural 
stated had enacted 


modern banking laus, 
Kansas and 


Missouri perhaps leading in this re- 
sjjcct. all with efficient banking de- 
partment. Indiana passed such a law 
at the last action of its l-'^islature.

"in no case shall any prisoner he re- 
leased on parole, unless there is in 
the *;o:<Kon an,i judgment of the man- 
ageis reasonable ground 
to believe 


that his reliase on parole is not in- 
compatible with the welfare of so.-i- 
ety, and such judgment shall be based 
upon the record and character of the 
prisoner as established 
In 
prison. 


considering also his previous record, 
the nature and character of the crime 
committed and all such other facts as 
the board of managers may be able to 
obtain bearing upon the advisability 
of parole or refusal of the same; but 
no prisoner shall be placed on parole 
without receiving all the votes of the 
members present at a regular or spe- 
cial meeting." 
' As the statutory penalty lor forg- 
ery is from one year to twenty years, 
that Is the sentence of imprisonment 
inflicted in this case, and as we have 
said, it is in strict accord with 
the 


terms of the statute. 


I was informed by Superintendent 


Leonard a few years ago, and have 
been recently informed by an ex- 
official of the Reformatory, that no 
prisoners are paroled until they have 
served a full year, and that even 
those who make" a perfect record gen- 
erally have to stay fourteen or fifteen 
months; also that the average per- 
iod of detention is almost two years, 
I believe that there 
Is no statute 


forbidding the parole of 
prisoners 


against whom other indictments are 
pending, hut the managers are re- 
quired by law to take all such facts 
Into consideration, ' and 
It may ue 


safely assumed that they would be in 
no haste to grant a parole in such a 
case. 


Is a sentence of one to twenty 


years' imprisonment under these con- 
ditions, gentle friends, 
such a very 


light thing, after all? ' 


If Robert Lingafelter had been sent 


to the Penitentiary he would have 
been just as eligible to parole at tho 
end of the year as he will be at the 
Reformatory. It might or might not 
be harder to secure a parole from the 
Penitentiary managers, but it would 
not be legally impossible. 


If sending him to the Penitentiary 


would restore the money they have 
lost to the Savings Bank depositors, 
he ought to have been sent there; but 
since such restitution is Impossible, 
who is injured by committing him to 
the Reformatory? 


I 
am 
not now and 
have never 


been a partisan of the Lingafeltcrs, 
nor have I any desire to apologize for 
or condone Robert Lingafelter's 
of- 


fenses against the law; but I would 
like to submit my opinion that 
the 


sentence passed upon 
him answers 


all the purposes of public justice, 
and certainly ought to be a sufficient-j 
example to deter other people from 
the violation of law. And In this con- 
nection, permit mo to remark 
th it 


the object of legal punishment is not 
revenge or the securing of satisfac- 
tion to any Individuals, but the main- 
tenance of law and order and the pro- 
tection of society. Therefore sinei> 
the attorneys for the state have se- 
cured the prisoner's conviction by a 
jury, and he has received a sentence 
prescribed 
bv the 
statutes of tho 


state, I can see no good reason for 
their being "chagrined" or "disgust- 
ed" at the outcome of the cnse. Rath- 
er, let them enjoy the sleep of the 
Just, while In peace and patience they 
possess their souls! 


Let me also suggest to the attor- 


neys for the defense, 
that this sen- 


tence of committal to the Reforma- 
tory is the most favorable disposi- 
tion of their client's case that the} 
can ever hope to secure.

Introduced in the legislature in rccen'- 
years affecting labor has elicited the 
comment and discussion' which has 
marked House Bill No. 8». introduced 
by Mr. Reynolds of Cleveland. 


This bill requires that in cases of 


•Irlke, lockout, or other labor troubles, 
any advertisement for the employment 
of workmen requires notice of such 
strike, etc., to be given; 
prohibits 


hiring persons to guard with arms, 
etc., making same penitentiary offense. 


The members of tho legislature have 


been almost overwhelmed with letters 
and telegrams against the bill. Below 
are given some of tho arguments ad- 
vanced by leading manufacturers and 
employers against the. measure.

The United States Coal Co., Cleve- 


land, by H. E. Wlllurd. general man- 
ager: We wish to go on record as be- 
ing unalterably opposed to this meas- 
ure. 
We feel that It can work only 


great Injury and hardship to the com- 
merce and industry of Ohio. 


• The Egry Autographic Register Co., 
Dayton: It has many provisions which 
will work an Injustice to the business 
men of the state. 


The R. B. Biscuit Co.. Cleveland, by 


E. O. Robinson: We certainly have 
trouble* enough with the labor ques-

It is uncalled for—too far- 
reaching.

Fremont: In the end this hill would 
work against the best interests of the 
worklngmen themselves.

turer having honest differences with 
his employes would render it practi-
